Carlton Honorary 
Race Starter

Each year the Mt. Wilson Trail Race Committee 
chooses someone special to shoo the starting gun for 
their annual race. This year when the race takes off on 
Saturday, May 23, the Honorary Starter will be Jerry 
Carlton.

In 1975 Jerry was 
a member of Sierra 
Madre Parks and 
Recreation Commis¬ 
sion. At that time the 
city became the 
sponsor of the race 
and Jerry was asked 
to step in as race 
chairman which he 
did. Every year since

After 17 years the Parks and Recreation Dept, awarded 
him a special trophy for his service. 

All this was the start, too, of a race family dynasty.

Each year she has recruited the many 
women - mostly members of Sierra Madre Civic Club - 
and we couldn’t do it without them - who help on race 
day. They are on hand at the crack of dawn to check in 
close to 300 pre-registered runners before the race be¬ 
gins at 7:30 a.m. Then they move across Kersting Ct. to 
record stats and help at the finish line, husbands, too. 
Other needed jobs are handled as well. 

Two of the Carlton’s three children have run in the 
race. Son Steve was a regular until he and his family 
moved to Nevada. Daughter Sheri ran when she was only

Bottle Shop Bums on Wistaria Morning 

Community Heips Suiiivan Rebuiid After $300,000 Fire Cioses Store

At 1:32 a.m. on Sunday 
morning, the phone calls 
started coming in from the 
Buccaneer: Smoke was 
coming from the Bottle 
Shop. At 1:33 a.m., fire 
personnel were dis¬ 
patched, and at 1:35 a.m., 
they arrived on the scene, 
to see heavy smoke. At 
1:36 a.m.. Engine 42 rolled 
up, and the City began an 
aggressive internal attack. 

‘The Fire Department 
was unbelievable. They 
did a great job,” said Bot¬ 
tle Shop owner Bill Sulli¬ 
van. “Mike from the Bot¬ 
tle Shop called me, and I 
was there immediately. 
The Fire Department al¬ 
ready had men in.” 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy re¬ 
ports that nine minutes af¬ 
ter receiving the alarm, the 
Fire Department had fully 
extinguished the fire. 28 
firefighters had responded, 
with Chief Tracy acting as 
Incident Commander, as¬ 
sisted by Deputy Chiefs 
Lowe and Spears. Chief 
Tracy called it a “textbook 
fire,” and added that he 
was proud of his firefight¬ 
ers, as always. 

Those nine minutes, 
however, were ljuiS 
enough to do an estimated 
$300,000 damage, mostly 
to inventory and fixtures, 
as well as some to the 
building. The fire started 
under the counter at the 
Bottle Shop, and Sullivan 
knew what started it as 
soon as he heard that there 
was a fire: a couple of pa¬ 
per towels used to wipe up 
a roughly two-ounce stain 
and then thrown away into 


a trash can. Fire Marshal 
Richard Snyder, first man 
into the blaze, confirmed 
that his findings were con¬ 
sistent with Sullivan’s 
speculation. 

The blaze struck on the 
morning of Sierra Madre’s 
Wistaria festival; the tim¬ 
ing couldn’t have been 
worse. “It was the busiest 
day of the year for us,” said 
Tracy Miller of Happy’s 
Liquor. “I really felt for 
Bill. I hope he gets re¬ 
opened really soon.” 

The stain was linseed 
oil-based, and as the oils 
dry, they suck in oxygen 
and take in heat, which is 
relatively safe if allowed to 
dissipate. At the bottom of 
the trash can, however, 
covered by other garbage, 
the heat had nowhere to 
go. 15 hours later, that heat 
had built to a point where 
it ignited the paper towels. 
Snyder reminds people 
who use rags or paper tow¬ 
els to clean up oil-based 
stains to lay them out until 
they dry, it which point 
they are harmless. 

While the fire spread 
only about 15 feet north 
and south along the east 
WbU» the heat and smoke 
damage were excessive. 
Sullivan says that he was 
told that the temperature 
inside the building exceed¬ 
ed 2000 degrees. Follow¬ 
ing the fire’s being extin¬ 
guished, smoke billowed 
from the building for 30 
minutes. 45 minutes after 
the fire was put out, Sulli¬ 
van went inside, and dis¬ 
covered something that 
surprised him: there 


wasn’t any water in the 
building. “It was so hot, 
the water that they used to 
put out the Are had evapo¬ 
rated,” Sullivan said. He 
was also told that in anoth¬ 
er 3-5 minutes, the whole 
building would have gone. 

Sullivan isn’t focusing 
on the negative, however, 
“I’m an optimistic kind of 
guy,” he said. “I believe 
that in another two or two 
and a half weeks, we’ll 
have a limited reopening. 
Most people think I’m 
nuts, though. I realize it 
will be months before 
we’re back to normal.” In¬ 
surance will cover about 
half of Sullivan’s damag¬ 
es, but he’s not waiting for 
that check; he’s working 
hard to get back on his 
feet, and he’s got a lot of 
help. 

“I stayed until 5:00 a.m. 
Sunday morning, went 
home, and came back at 
7:00 a.m. By 7:05, Doug 
Hayes and Glenn Lambdin 
were there asking, “What 
can we do? Where do you 
want us to start?” We got 
the phones hooked back up 
right away. Sullivan spent 
Wistaria Sunday in the

Wistaria Hysteria 
Strikes Again

“The one question people ask is, 
‘How hard is it, and what does she have 
to do to take care of the vine’?” says Joe 
Feeney, whose mother, Maria, along 
with the Solt family, owns the property 
the vine encompasses. The answer, ac¬ 
cording to Joe Feeney, is that you pret¬ 
ty much just have to stay out of its way 
and let it grow. “I’m telling you, you fall 
asleep on a lawn chair out there, that 
thing’s liable to kill you. It grows like a 
monster,” Feeney said. 

Last Sunday brought thousands more 
to town, to marvel at the incredible vine, 
which has an estimated weight of over 
250 tons, and branches hundreds of feet 
long, as well as 1.5 million blossoms. 
Reaction from first-time visitors to the 
vine this year included, “Amazing,” 
“Absolutely incredible,” and “Unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

The crafters were out en masse, as 
always. Close to 150 booths were set up, 
with a variety of merchants peddling 
their wares. From clothing to paintings, 
gourds to jewelry, if you wanted some¬ 
thing, there was probably somebody at 
the Wistaria Festival who had one for 
sale. “Bill’s Bees” had honey, soap, and 
just about anything else that could be 
made by or from bees. Margie Green’s 
‘Rock cats’ featured...well...rocks that 
looked just like cats, complete with glow 
in the dark eyes that follow a person 
around a room. I know; I bought one, 
and I think my golden retriever, Tory, 
still isn’t convinced it’s not alive.

Glenn Lambin intro¬ 
duced himself as a fourth- 
generation Sierra Madrean 
raising his family in town. 
He strongly urged attend¬ 
ees to ask specific ques¬ 
tions and not let the candi¬ 
dates to sidestep them. 
Rob Stockly emphasized 
his financial background 
as a 17-year banker, and 
also his volunteer efforts. 
He voiced his support for 
1-97-1 on the April ballot. 
George Maurer expres.sed 
concern regarding the rel¬ 
ative inexperience of the 
City Council and staff, and 
noted his own extensive 
experience. He also men¬ 
tioned cost saving ideas 
such as the fluoride vari¬ 
ance, which saves Sierra 
Madre roughly $1,000 
monthly, which came from 
informal conversation at 


his work at The Only Place 
in Town. Bill Tice empha¬ 
sized his desire to get the 
Sierra Madre Primary 
School out of the Pasade¬ 
na Unified School District. 
He also touched on two of 
his other platform stances: 
safer driving and the ban¬ 
ning of leaf blowers in Si¬ 
erra Madre. Jim. Hester 
noted that the City is in 
better shape now, after his 
four years in office, than it 
was before he joined the 
Council, particularly in the 
areas of finances, down¬ 
town, and development. 
He also noted that he was 
not attempting to take all 
of the credit for those im¬ 
provements, compliment¬ 
ing staff and Council, and 
agreed with a speaker at 
Tuesday’s Council meet¬ 
ing, that a Councilmember 
must work for all residents 
of the City. Kris Miller 
Fisher addressed issues, 
and clearly and briefly 
stated some of her posi¬ 
tions. Specifically, she 
voiced her support for the 
protection of the Ingleman 
Oak on private property, 
and her disagreement with 
the City Council’s “blood/ 
marriage/adoption” defini- 
ton of family. She also 
touched on her architectur¬ 
al and design background. 
Darrell Brooke said that 
while he’s heard there are

election, he disagrees. He 
highlighted his three-point 
platform: Financial man¬ 
agement through a strong 
retail base, personal safety, 
and ‘all the small things’. 
He also pledged his hono¬ 
rarium, if elected, to the Si¬ 
ena Madre Public Library.

“What businesses 
would you like to see in 
Sierra MadreT’ (question¬ 
er responded) “I think hav¬ 
ing that information avail¬ 
able will be helpful.

If 
elected, I will only act on 
the information and input 
you provide me.” -Brooke 
“I think we have to face 
reality. We have to pay a 
finder’s fee, and hire 
someone to aggressively 
pursue the types of busi¬ 
nesses we want and get 
them in here.” -Lambdin 
“I kind of resent it when 
people say we have too 
many empty storefronts. 
Look at a few years ago. 
Old Town Pasadena has 
vacancies, too, with attri¬ 
tion and turnover. As for a 
public forum, it’s been 
done. We have to act on it. 
We’ve been workding on 
it, working with our Plan¬ 
ning Director. You just 
have to go out and work on 
it. As for a dress store (one 
of the requests of the ques¬ 
tioner) I’ve managed to 
buy my wife several nice 
dresses at Little Stuga, and 
she loves them.” (crowd 
laughter) -Hester 

“”We can use Redevel¬ 
opment money, and there 
are two basic ways to do 
this. First, with capital im¬ 
provements to businesses, 
and secondly, but helping 
the businesses financially. 
For example, we could 
sweeten the pot by offer¬ 
ing 90 days of free sales 
tax.

There have also been cases of inordinate 
delays, such as: 1) A two-week roof job was delayed 
more than three months, and, 2) A builder was delayed 
fa six months, and he almost went broke. 

Twenty-nine (29) properties that are currently listed 
on the Historic Register would like to have their prop¬ 
erties removed from the Register, but, due to bureaucrat¬ 
ic intransigence, they find it impossible to get off the 
Register list. Their properties were placed on the His¬ 
toric Register illegally, and, in some cases, without tiieir 
knowledge. Some of these owners have woriced a greater 
portion of their lifetime to earn their retirement of “peace , 
and quiet” and not to be saddled with the “anxieties” of , 
being “stuck” on the Historic Register they want off of. 

After all, they have “paid their dues” for their “tran¬ 
quility”. Moreover, some on the Register are armed ser¬ 
vice veterans. They put their lives on the line in order 
that we may preserve our rights. Some of these owners, 
too, would like to have their properties removed from 
the Register. 

The latest Historic Preservation Ordinance states that 
property owners currently na on the Register list may 
voluntea to have their property placed on the Register 
in the future. Those property owners who are currently 
“locked” into the Register list, and want off the Regis¬ 
ter, require the same freedom of choice. That way, we 
can all go forward and be on the same “footing” for a 
new finesh start, particularly since we are implementing' 
a “new” Historic Preservation Ordinance. I, and my 
friends and neighbors, wholeheartedly urge you to vote 
YES on Ordinance No. 1-97-1.

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Arcadia High School Telethon 
Brings in Over $50,000

“My life would be so 
much easier if 1 just kept 
my mouth shut,” Joked 
Arcadia principal Martin 
Plourde. It was easy to tell 
that Plourde was Joking, 
because his next line was, 
“Of course, it wouldn't be 
nearly as rich and reward¬ 
ing.” Plourde was refer¬ 
ring to last Saturday’s hec¬ 
tic telethon, a one-day 


fundraiser which raised 
$51,000 for the Arcadia 
Educational Foundation’s 
Connect to the Future tech¬ 
nology project. 

The telethon was the 
idea of Plourde, whose 
degree was in radio and 
television broadcasting, 
and it ‘earned’ him the 
honor of putting his tech¬ 
nical expertise to work, a 


challenge to which 
Plourde responded well, 
keeping things running 
smoothly for the 12+ hours 
of the telethon. Plourde 
had also arranged the 
Arcadia acts, a task which 
he said was not particu¬ 
larly daunting. “That was 
the easy part; we have so 
many talented performing 
groups,” Plourde said. 


The telethon featured 
regular pledge breaks, 
time set aside for Camino 
Grove, Foothills, Baldwin 
Stocker, Highland Oaks, 
Hugo Reid, Dana, Longley 
Way, Holly Avenue, and 
First Avenue Schools, as 
well as Arcadia High 
School. Time was set aside 
for scheduled interviews 
with repre.sentatives from 
the Arcadia Board of Real¬ 
tors, FT A, the Arcadia Po¬ 
lice Department, the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees, 
the Arcadia Chinese Asso¬ 
ciation, the Arcadia Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Arcadia 
City Council, and Assem¬ 
blyman Bob Margett.

The Arcadia Chamber of Commerce met last Friday 
night in the Sunset Room at the Santa Anita Golf Course, 
to pay tribute to their three most recent award winners.

Ulrich called Thibault a “true volunteer,” not¬ 
ing her service to organizations such as Operation 
School Bell, Assist-Teens, the Arcadia Tournament of 
Roses Court, the PTA, and especially the Methodist 
Hospital Auxiliary, where during her participation, over 
$700,000 has been contributed to the hospital. 

I “I didn’t realize when I moved here 10 years ago that 

I I would get so involved in this community,” said 
j Thibault. “Arcadia is an ideal community for people 
who like to get involved.” Thibault deferred much of the 
credit, saying, “I’m part of a team. Being a volunteer 
means helping out and playing a role.” 

Chamber of Commerce Executive Board Member 
Lee Shimmin, who nominated Dr. Victor Vener for the 
award “Business Person of the Year,” was on hand to 
introduce him. Shimmin said, “Victor Vener has given 
this community a new pride and a new spirit.” 

Dr. Vener, who brought his California Philharmonic 
Orchestra to Arcadia and put on five successful concerts 
at the Arboretum, said, “For somebody in the music 
business, occasionally, you get a music award...I am 
thrill to have my one and only business award.” Dr. 
Vener called music a two-way street, contingent upon 
a live audience and interaction. “Buying a CD is not the 
same thing as going to a concert. I love CD’s; I have 600, 
but it’s not the same.” 

Last year’s Chamber Service winner, Michael 
Costuma, nominated this year’s winner, Jack Teel. “I’ve 
been a member of the Arcadia Chamber of Commerce, 
which I consider the finest Chamber anywhere, for a 
very short five years, but it’s been very re warding... Jack 
Teel has been a member and ambassador for what seems 
to be decades...He is a loyal and conscientious ambas¬ 
sador, and he is always the first to ask what he can do. 
Jack couldn’t be here, because he’s in Kenya, but I 
talked to him, and he said he was going to get some 
members down there,” Joked Costuma. 
Teel’s award was accepted by Joyce McCartney, a 14- 
year Chamber employee, and as Costuma handed her 


one of the desk clocks that the recipients were pre.sented 
with, he said, “You have to promise you’ll give this to 
Jack.” McCartney said, “I know that Jack will continue 
to do a wonderful Job.” Thibault echoed the choice of 
Teel, saying, “Jack is simply an oustanding individual 
and role model for retirees, especially those who have 
managerial experience and can use those skills for the 
community.” Teel is a former ARCO executive. 

The award winners then received a host of commen¬ 
dations from Congressman David Dreier’s office (rep¬ 
resented by Mark Harmsen), Assemblyman Bob 
Margett’s and Senator Dick Mountjoy’s offices (repre¬ 
sented by Corey Calaycay), Supervisor Mike 
Antonovich’s office (represented by Jay Gomez), and 
the Arcadia City Council (represented by Mayor Pro 
Tern Gary Kovacic). Kovacic quipped, “If anyone ques¬ 
tions the City Council’s commitment to business, 1 have 
to tell you this: I met my wife Joyce at UCLA, at my first 
Job. I made hot dogs, and she sold peanuts. We’ve been 
season ticket holders for over 20 years.

Monty Lindsey, incoming Chairman of the Board and 
the Chamber’s first two-time Chairman, presented Joyce 
McCartney with a plaque, and outgoing Chairman Don 
Fraser had plaques for outgoing directors Mary Hansen, 
Michael Costuma, and Robert Cruz. 

Kel Mason was on-hand to install the new officers, 
and his advice was brief: “One thing I ask for Monty 
Lindsey’s sake: attend the meetings.

Agency Helps Spread 
“Rumors” In 
Downtown Arcadia

The word is out! People are interested in downtown 
Arcadia as a place to invest in new businesses. One re¬ 
cent investor is Marry Ann Messier. She runs a restau¬ 
rant named Rumors at 48 E. Huntington Drive. Ms. 
Messier was able to qualify for a substantial Arcadia Re¬ 
development Agency rebate through the Agency’s Com¬ 
mercial Facade Rehabilitation Program (CFRP) by giv¬ 
ing her building a facelift. In following the Agency’s 
CFRP guideline, she was able to repaint the building 
facade, install new awnings and sings at low cost. 

The CFRP was adopted by the City’s Redevelopment 
Agency in March, 1996. The program is part of an on¬ 
going effort to improve the physical and economic con¬ 
ditions of the downtown area. The program allows mer¬ 
chants to apply for “forgivable loan rebates” on im¬ 
provements made to the facades and parking lots of their 
stores. 

Rumors is not the only success story in Downtown 
Arcadia. The CFRP has successfully assisted in com¬ 
pleting property improvements for nine downtown busi¬ 
nesses.
